"Mr. Illnes was unablo to be pres-
ent and was represented by his ad-
visory committee, abovo mentioned.
The committee will report to Mr.
Hlnes and at a further meeting Mr.
Illnes and Mr. Peek will give the
matters dlscusaod further considera-
tion."

Dlrectoi-aener- al Hlnes of the Itall-
road Administration and Chairman Peek
will meet early next week. It was ap-
parent that the members of the Indus-
trial Board were displeased by the fall- -'

Ure of the Director-Gener- al to appear
at the conference y.

It was Intimated that the conference
was given wholly to a discussion of
prices and did not oonslder questions
of policy. The board presented figures
and statements from the Federal Trade
Commission Indicating that but two of
the big steel organizations of the coun-
try could eell at profit at the prices
fixed by the board because of the wage
scale and cost of materials.

The representatives of the Railroad
Administration maintain there Is a com-
mon ground on which the administra-
tion can meet with the steel Industry
and' obtain rails at a prioo below that of
$5 and 47 a ton, the prlco being fixed
by agreement between the Industrial
Board and the Industry.

The Director-Gener- al has been de-

clared to hold the opinion that the steel
manufacturers should bo willing to ac-
cept a material loss on their products
as a patrtotlo offset to the profits of the
war period. It Is understood that the
railroad representatives y gave fig-

ures relating to the alleged profits of
. the Industry during the last few years.

production of steel rails showing that
thenverago cost In flvo plants was 17.10
a ton. This Is 10 cents higher than the
maximum price agreed to by the in-
dustry. Board ofllclals said that If the
price was lowered the United Statois
Steel Corporation virtually was tho only
concern that could mako a profit on Its
contracts.

The Itallroad Administration has con-
tracted for soveral hundred thousand
tons of rails under the old contracts
specifying $36 and $40 a ton. Ofllclals
said that railroad maintenance had been
good and that this tonnage would last
several months.

HITCHCOCK IS TOLD
OF LEAGUE CHANGES

Message From Paris Is Re-
ceived by Senator.

Washington, April 6.; Changes which
bars been made lii the covenant of the
League of Nations at Paris have been
cabled from Paris to Senator Hitch-
cock (Nebraska), retiring Chairman of
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee.
The message was received to-d- ay by the
Senator, but he declined to discuss It
further than to say that he had not
asked the American peace delegates
for the Information.

Senatorllltcbcock is regarded generally
as the chief spokesman of the adminis-
tration In the controversy which has de-
veloped In this country over the League of
Nations plan and It Is understood that
the purpose of sending the communica-
tion was not only to keep the Senntor
Informed of the progress made In revis-
ing the league constitution, but also
that expected to bo made.

The Senator Is to participate In a
Joint debato with Senator Lenroot (Wis-
consin), Republican, on the League of
Nations In New York Monday night
and It is proboble that he will use some
of this Information In his address.

The communication to Senator Hitch-
cock was said to be tho first relative
to the Peace Conference to be received
by any Senator from the American dele-
gates at Paris.

Owing, to other engagements Senator
Hitchcock declined to-d- an Invitation
received from the Indiana Manufacturers
Association to engage In a Joint debate
on the League of Nations with George
Wharton Pepper of Philadelphia in
Indianapolis April 10.

TO ACCOMPANY BAKER ABROAD

Fifteen of Ilonse Military Com-

mittee Will Go With Him.
Wabhinoton, April IB. Fifteen mem-

bers of the House Military Committee
will accompany Secretary Baker when
he leaves next Monday from New York
on the Leviathan for France. In mak-
ing this announcement y Represent
tatlve Dent, retiring chairman, said the
trip would be of an official nature eo
far as It could be under the circum-
stances.

Representatives of the General Staff
will accompany the committee to aid
In mapping out a complete and rapid in-
spection tour and the trip Is expected
to last flve or six weeks. Battlefields
win be Inspected and trips taken to
the American camps not only In France
but In England and Italy.

"The committee," said Mr. Dent, "will
Inquire Into the mall service, the grave
registration service, the school system,
both before and after the armistice, and
the action and record of the various
divisions participating In the different
Important engagements of the war."

TO FIX COAL PRICES

Railway Ilead Sees an Attempt
by Producers to Keep Up

nigh Cost of,

PUBLIC WOULD BUFFER

Needed to Stabil-

ize Conditions for Benefit
of All Consumers.

WAsirmoTON, April 4. In publlo

statement ht Director-Gener- al of
Railroads Illnes accuses .the National
Coal Association of' an effort to escape
competition under cover of Government
prices for coal and Intimates that the
association Is endeavoring to keep up the
high cost of living under which the peo-
ple have struggled.

The statement was Issued In answer to
a statement last night from the Coal As-
sociation attacking the rallrotd coal
purchasing policy and stating that the
association wanted prices mediated by
the industrial Board of
of Commerce. Dlroctor-Gener- Hlnes
said:

"It la of the highest Importance, that
every consumer of coal and every per-
son Interested In the high cost of living
should understand exactly what Is In-

volved In tho effort of the National Coal
Association to escape competition and
get lta members again under cover of
Government prices for coal. The state-
ment Issued last night by the coal asso-
ciation makos It perfectly clear that It
Is trying to prevent competition, or, as It
euphemistically expresses It. Its members
have "declined to discuss prices' and In-

stead la trying to get some governmental
agency to assume the responsibility for
naming a uniform pries for coal In each
district Such a uniform price will have
to be high enough to take cars of the
greater costs of the high cost producers
and thus produce an excessive profit for
the low cost producers. The Fuel Ad-
ministration removed Its prices some
tlms ago. The question Is whether the
publlo now wants other Government
prices established so as to continue to
keep coal at high price .levels, which
win Keep up the cost of Irving and con-
tinue to produce In the aggregate ab-
normal profits to the coal optrators.

"Their present proposal Is that the
Government fix In each district a uni-
form price (without any opportunity for
competition) at which the Railroad Ad-
ministration and other Government
agencies must purchase. But the effect
of this Immediately will be to create a
standard which the coal operators will
try to maintain In selling to everybody
else 'and the Government will be giving
Its support therefore to a price level
which will be unnecessarily high and far
more than Is necessary to yield a hand-
some profit for the low cost producers.

"1 firmly believe that any such policy
Is opposed to the Interest of every mem
ber of the community who Is suffering
msieaa or pronting oy uie present high
cost of living.

"As far as the Railroad Administra-
tion Is concerned It has adopted a con-
siderate policy to prevent undue con
centration or me uoverrunenvs pur-
chasing power to prevent the acceptance

famine, of cabbage Just now, and theprice of the old aide partner of corned
beef has soared to helshta heretnfnm

JJanlsh cabbage, quoted at $35 to $60a ton wholesale two weeks ago, had ad-
vanced yesterday to $125 to $160. Old
white cabbage, worth $1.60 to $2.60 a
barrel on March 22, brought $6 to $7.60.
New Florida cabbage, which was quoted
at $3.60 to $4.60 a crate two weeks ago,
sold yesterday at from IS to $7.50 a
crate.

The less arlstocratlo corned beef,
according to the dally market quotations
of Dr. Day, Commissioner of Publlo
Markets, retailed yesterday at 18 cents
a pound. With cabbage wholesaling at
7 cents a pound the retail price will
be as high at least as that of corned
beef.

Surrendered
German submarines now being brought
to the United Statos by American naval
crews will be exhibited at ports on the
Atlantic, Paclflo and Gulf coasts, the
Great Lakes and Chesapeake Bay and
on the Mississippi and Hudson Rivers.

C, and then lay up at Washing-
ton, D. C

UB-8- a small type submarine, will
proceed to Savannah, Jacksonville,
Tampa, Pensacola, Mobile and New
Orleans; thence Up the Mississippi River
to St. Louis, then to Galveston, Key
West, through the Panama Canal, up
tho IPuget Sound district, and then lay
up at San

UB-14- 8, a small typo submarine, will
be exhibited at various places In and
about New York; then up the Hudson
River as far as draugnt will safely per-
mit; to Bridgeport, and lay up atNew London.

UC-0- 7, a small mine layer, will pro-
ceed from New York to Halifax, up the
St. Lawrence River for exhibition at
Groat Lakes ports, and finally lay up atthe naval training station. Great Lakes.

After the submarines have been ex-
hibited they will be studied by
construction and engineering experts ofthe navy.

Miles, says:

"It Is very regrettable that wo are
forced to this conclusion, because it Is
very likely that tho defendant was
guilty of tho assault, which was ex-
tremely base atrocious, and It Is
very likely that the Jury would have be-
lieved testimony against him 'with-
out any such exhibition on tho part
of the trial court

"Still, It Is the Constitutional right
of the defendant, however base we may
think him to be, to have a fair trial, and
It would be a dangerous precedent if tbe
action of this trial Judge should stand'
approved by this court"
